1.  Lessor,  in  conakkntko  of  len  dollars  and  other  valuable  consideration,  receipt  of  which  b  hereby  acknowledged,  and  of  the  covenant*  and  agi*en*rte  of  Leasee 
rieremaAer  contained,  does  hereby  grant,  lease  and  let  unto  Lessee  die  land  covered  hereby  fof  the  purpose*  and  with  the  exclusive  right  erf  exploring,  drilling,  mining  and 
operating  for,  producing  and  owning  oil,  gas,  sulphur  and  all  other  minerals  (whether  or  not  similar  to  those  mentioned),  together  with  the  right  to  make  surveys  oa  said 
land,  ley  pipe  lines,  establish  and  utilize  facilities  for  surface  or  subsurface  disposal  of  salt  water,  construct  roods  and  bridges,  dig  canals,  build  tanks,  power  stations, 
telephone  lines,  employee  bouses  and  other  structures  on  said  land,  necessary  or  useful  in  Lessee's  operations  in  exploring,  drilling  for,  producing,  treating,  storing  and 
transposing  imnerab  produced  from  the  land  covered  hereby  or  any  other  land  adjacent  thereto.

This  lease  abo  covers  and  includes,  in  addition  to  that  above  described,  all  land,  if  any,  contiguous  or  ad>«*nt  to  or  adjoining  the  land  above  described  aad  (a)  owned  or 
claimed  by  Lessor  by  limitation,  prescription,  possession,  reversion,  aft»-acquired  title  or  unrecorded  instrument  or  (b)  as  to  which  Lessor  hat  a  preference  right  of 
acquisition  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  any  supplemental  instrument  requested  by  Lessee  for  a  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  said  land.

3.  As  royalty.  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees:  (a)  To  deliver  to  the  credit  of  Lessor,  in  the  pipe  line  to  which  Lessee  may  connect  its  wells,  the  equal  26*  put  of  all 
oil  produced  and  saved  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  or  from  time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  to  pay  Lessor  the  average  posted  market  price  of  such  20%  part  of  such 
oil  at  the  wells  as  of  the  day  it  is  run  to  the  pipe  line  or  storage  tanks.

4.  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  pool  or  unitize  any  land  covered  by  this  lease  with  any  other  land  covered  by  this  lease,  and/or  with  any  other 
land,  lease,  or  leases,  as  to  any  or  all  minerals  or  horizons,  so  as  to  establish  units  containing  not  more  than  80  surface  acres,  plus  1094  acreage  tolerance;  provided, 
however,  units  may  be  established  as  to  any  one  or  mote  horizons,  or  existing  units  may  be  enlarged  as  to  any  one  or  more  horizons,  so  as  to  contain  not  mere  man  640 
surface  acres  plus  10%  acreage  tolerance,  if  limited  to  one  or  more  of  the  following:  (I)  gas,  other  than  casinghead  gas,  (2)  liquid  ro-drocarbons  (condensate)  which  arc  not 
liquids  in  the  subswface  reservoir,  (3)  minerals  produced  from  wdls  classified  as  gas  wells  by  the  conservation  agency  having  jurisdiction.

The  formation  of  aay  unit  hereunder  which  includes  land  not  covered  by  this  lease  shall  not  htve  the  effect  of  exchanging  or  transferring  any  interest  under  this  tease 
(tnchiding.  without  limitation,  any  shut-ia  royalty  which  may  become  payable  under  this  lease)  between  parties  owning  interests  in  land  covered  by  tills  lease  and  parties 
owning  interest*  in  land  not  covered  by  this  lease.  Neither  shall  it  impair  the  right  of  Lessee  to  release  as  provided  in  paragraph  5  hereof,  except  that  Lessee  nay  not  so

6.  Whenever  used  in  tins  lease  the  word  'operations"  shad  mean  operations  for  and/or  any  of  the  following:  preparing  the  drillsite  location  and/or 
access  road,  drilling,  testing,  completing,  reworking,  lecornpleting,  deepening,  sidetracking,  plugging  back  or  repairing  of  a  wdi  in  search  for  or  in  an  endeavor  to 
obtain  production  of  oil,  gas.  sulphur  or  other  minerals,  excavating  a  mine,  production  of  oil.  gas,  sulphur  or  other  mineral,  whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities.

necessary  in  the  opinion  of  such  record  owner  to  establish  the  validity  of  such  change  or  division.  If  any  such  change  in  ownership  occurs  by  reason  of  the  death  of  the 
owner.

0  m  the  event  Lessor  considers  that  Lessee  has  not  complied  with  all  its  obligations  hereunder,  both  express  and  implied.  Lessor  shaD  notify  Lessee  in  writing, 
setting  out  specifically  in  what  respects  Lessee  has  breached  this  contract.  Lessee  shall  then  have  sixty  (60)  days  after  receipt  of  said  notice  within  which  to  meet  or 
commence  to  meet  afl  or  any  part  of  the  breaches  alleged  by  Lessor.  The  service  of  said  notice  shaft  be  precedent  to  the  bringing  of  any  action  by  Lessor  on  said  lease  for 
any  cause,  and  no  such  action  shall  be  brought  until  the  lapse  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  service  of  such  notice  on  Lessee.  Neither  the  service  of  said  notice  nor  the  doing  of 
any  acts  by  Lessee  aimed  to  meet  all  or  any  of  the  alleged  breaches  shall  be  deemed  an  admission  or  presumption  that  Lessee  has  failed  to  perform  all  its  oMigatsons 
hereunder.  If  this  lease  is  canceled  for  any  cause,  it  shall  rcvertheless  remain  in  force  and  effect  as  to  (1)  sufficient  acreage  around  each  well  as  to  which  there  are 
operations  to  constitute  a  drilling  or  maximum  allowable  unit  under  applicable  governmental  regulations,  (but  in  oo  event  less  that  forty  acres),  such  acreage  to  be 
designated  by  Lessee  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  the  form  of  a  square  centered  at  the  well,  or  in  such  shape  as  then  existing  spacing  rules  require;  and  (2)  any  part  of  said 
land  included  in  a  pooled  unit  oo  which  there  are  operations.

Lessor's  rights  and  interests  hereunder  shall  be 
charged  primarily  with  any  mortgages,  taxes  or  other  liens,  or  interest  and  other  charges  on  said  land,  but  Lessor  agrees  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  pay  or 
reduce  same  for  Lessor,  cither  before  or  after  maturity,  and  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  holder  thereof  and  to  deduct  amounts  so  paid  from  royalties  or  other  payments 
payable  or  which  may  become  payable  to  Lessor  and/or  assigns  under  this  lease,  if  this  lease  covers  a  less  interest  in  the  oil.  gas,  sulphur,  or  other  minerals  in  ail  or  any  pan 
of  said  land  than  the  entire  and  undivided  foe  simple  estate  (whether  Lessor's  interest  is  herein  srxcified  or  not),  or  no  interest  therein,  then  the  royalties  and  other  moneys 
accruing  from  any  part  as  to  which  this  lease  covers  less  than  such  fufl  interest,  shall  be  paid  only  in  the  proportion  which  the  interest  therein,  if  any.  covered  by  this  lease, 
bears  (o  the  whole  and  undivided  fee  simple  estate  therein.

13.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  lease,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  which  may  be  exercised  by  Lessee  giving  notice  to  Lessor,  a  well  which 
been  drilled  and  Lessee  intends  to  frac  shall  be  deemed  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quarrtrties  and  the  date  such  well  is  shut-m  shall  be  when  the  drilling
